600 Unused Beds. - 

Investigation by the Post- 
Dispatch has disclosed that City 
Hospital and Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital have about 600 unused 
beds because of a shortage of 
nursing service personnel and 
laboratory technicians. 

Average daily number of pa- 
tients has dropped from 780 to 
660 at City Hospital and from 
795 to 602 at Homer G. Phiflips 
Hospital. There were 1000 beds 
at City Hospital, but 40 per cent 
now are unused. 
In addition to the shortage 
of nurses and da 
nicians, another 
factor in the decline in number 
of patients at the two hospitals 
is a tighter screening policy, 
designed to keep out non-resi- 
dents and persons who can pay 
for private hospitalization. 

Persons who participated in 
conferences with the American 
Public Health Association rep- 
resentatives who made the sur- 
vey said it was evident that 
these experts saw no need, at 
Jeast at this time, for .a large 
new city hospital to care for 
chronically-ill patients. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissiongr, recalled that the

Those who made the study 
expressed various reasons for 
seeing no need for an additional 
$4,000,000 institution. They not- 
ed that the number of residents 
in the city was declining and, 
in addition, pointed out that 
careful screening would keep 
non-residents out of city-5up- 
ported hospitals. 

The American Public Health 
Association representatives also 
called attention to the marked 
advances made in controlling 
tuberculosis, enabling the city 
to send chronically-ill and con- 
valescing patients to Koch Hos- 
pital, which does not have a 
full load of tubercular patients. 

Because of Blue Cross, many 
persons who would have been 
City Hospital patients in years 
past now have an opportunity 
for private hospitalization, it was 
pointed out.

10 DEATH, ONE

4-Alarm Blaze Sweeps 
Building on Market 
St. — Four Firemen 
Receive Medical Aid. 


Three persons were burned to 
death, another was injured and 
four firemen required medical 
attention as fire swept through 
a three-story residential and 
commercial building at 2612-14 
Market street last night. Four 
alarms were sounded. 

In an earlier four-aiarm blaze 
at the Leon Goldberg Egg Case 
Co:, 2805 Hadley street, one 
fireman suffered heat exhaus- 
tion and another was treated 
for burns. Capt. Orville Gauble 
of Engine Co. No. 20 was treat- 
ed for smoke inhalation but 
continued to direct his men in

Sweeping up through two stair- 
wells and effectively blocking 
these escape routcs, the flames 
quickly spread through the sec- 
ond and third floors, occupied 
by eight families.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP) 
— Senator William Knowland 
(Rep.), California, held a strat- 
egy session with President 
Eisenhower today and reported 
later they both hope to get 
back in the Senate a substan- 
tial part of the $809,650,000 
the House chopped out of for- 
eign aid funds. 


The President and the Senate 
Republican leader held an hour- 
long breakfast conference at

by only a few hours the House 
action on the mutual security 
appropriation bill. 

Knowland told reporters he 
doubts the Senate will be able 
to restore the entire sum the 
House knocked out but he said 
he and Mr. Eisenhower are 
hopeful the Senate will restore 
“a substantial part of the re- 
ductions made by the House.” 

Knowland added he will have 
to “explore further on a bi- 
partisan basis” among fellow 
| Senators before making any es- 
| timate of the amount by which 
the Senate might boost the 
figures.

Mr. Eisenhower came to the 
door of the north portico and 
bade Knowland a cordial good- 
by, while photographers pic- 
tured them together. This was 
an unusual gesture for the 
President to make to a break- 
fast visitor. It appeared to con- 
stitute a follow-up to three spe- 
pleas already made this 
week for foreign aid money. 

Knowland frequently has left 
conferences with the President 
without seeing reporters. 

The Senator said there was 
no discussion today of Mr. 
Eisenhower's calling a special 
session of Congress in the fall, 
as he has said he may do if the 
foreign aid funds voted at this 
time are inadequate. 

mnowland said he thought the 
calling of a special session 
would depend on world condi- 
tions at the time—that is, that 
the President might find it pos- 
sible to get along with existing 
foreign aid funds until Congress 
reassembles in January.

look back today on his first 
year in prison and observed 
plaintively, “I’ve been punished 
enough.” * 

“This year has seemed like 
10 years,” said Hodge, choking 
back the tears. “There’s only 
one thing I think about in here 
—getting out. Its been awful 
and sometimes 1 get so lone- 
some.” 

_The once flamboyant Illinois 
state auditor shook his head 
and said, “I still don’t know 
what happened” in the state 
check cashing swindle which 
crashed down on him and sent 
him to Menard Penitentiary for 
12 to 15 years. | 

“I'm not blaming anyone for 
my troubles,” he added. 

Hodge won't: be eligible for 
parole consideration for an- 
other six years and_ three 
months, leaving executive clem-

The year behind prison walls 
appeared to have little effect 
upon Hodge physically, al- 
though his weight has dropped 
10 pounds from his normal 195.

If the hospital is not built, 
the $4,000,000 would be avail- 
able for other health purposes, 
since the bond issue has been 
approved. 

Shortage of Nurses. 


In | discussing the — nursing 
shortage at Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital, Symuel H. Smith, as- 
sistant admistrator, said the 
hospital’s staff of 97 nurses 
should be supplemented by 45 
or 50 more to meet the national 
standard of three nursing hours 
a day per patient. 

To offset the shortage, the 
hospital has hired about 60 at- 
tendants, some of whom serve 


as ‘ward clerks and relieve 
nurses of non-essential nursing 
duties, Smith reported, 

He said the nursing staff was 
about the same when the hos- 
pital had a capacity patient 
load, and asserted better serv- 
ice can be provided now with a 
reduced number of patients. 


“We do not, however, have 
all the things needed to oper- 
ate the hospital at the optimum 
level,” Smith said. “We are try- 
ing to implement the hospital 
with labor-saving tools to give 
maximum patient care.” 


He asserted the hospital does 
not have adequate space for 
treatment of out-patients, but 
plans are under way to build 
an out-patient department in a 
34,000-square feet area imme- 
diately south of the institution. 

Many Graduates Remain. 


Miss Minnie Gore, director of 
nurses and nursing education, 
said that the hospital has been 
fortunate in retaining many of 
the graduates of its School of 
Nursing. Of the 31 students 
graduating from the school in 
September, 22 have applied for 
positions on the hospital’s staff. 

Albert W. Johnson, business 
manager of the hospital, said 
even if the hospital had the 
money, it could not hire all the 
nurses it wanted because of 
the shortage. City hospitals, he 
stated, will have to be competi- 
tive in attracting nurses. They 
must compete with private hos- 
pitals by raising salaries, espe- 
cially on the evening and night 
shifts, Johnson declared. 

Johnson said Phillips hospi- 
tal is conducting a nursing utili- 
zation study to Getermine how 
much time is devoted to non- 
nursing duties. 

Mrs. Brungard, who said she 
is “dedicated” to confining ad- 
missions to city hospitals to in- 
digent residents of the city, as-

HE SUCCESSFUL FIRING last week of the Army’s Jupiter

intermediate range ballistic missile demonstrated the biggest 
breakthrough in missile technique in years. 
In all previous firings where high re-entry speeds (about 


15,000 miles an hour) have been obtained, the nose cone has 
burned up. In the Jupiter firing the nose cone was eased down 


by a parachute successfully. All 


previous attempts to slow down 


the final flight of the missile through the atmosphere had failed 


and the braking devices burned 

Another welcome success was 
the accurate firing of the mis- 
sile for 1200 miles. Jupiter is 
designed for a range of 1500 to 


1650 miles. The fact that it can 
be used accurately for shorter 
distance, perhaps from 800 
miles on up, greatly increases 
its value and flexibility. It 
would not be economical to use 
such a large missile for dis- 
tances under 800 miles. 

Right on Target. 

The accuracy of the test 
flight was astounding. The mis- 
sile landed in the sea within 
one-quarter of a mile of the 
target point. This is right on 
target with a nuclear warhead 
that can effect complete de- 
struction of everything within a 
radius of 10 miles. 

The nose cone, when it 
landed, released a stain that 
stained all the water around it 
for some distance; it also re- 
leased a buoy that had a flash- 
ing light and a radio transmit- 
ter that immediately started 
sending signals. Within minutes, 
waiting ships reached the buoy 
and recovered the nose cone. 

In addition, a small sleeve

POLAND APPEARS

WARSAW, Aug. 16—The Po- 
lish government has apparently 
dropped its plan, announced 
last week, to confiscate all fam- 
ily incomes in excess of 15,000 
zlotys a month. The amount is 
equivalent to $625 at the offi- 
cial rate of exchange and less 
than $150 on the black market.

The End of the Tax Write-Offs

THE HUNTERS AND THE HUNTED, by 
Ivan Beahriany, (Macmillan, ' 245 pgs. 
$3.50.) 

Ivan Bahriany, a Ukrainian living in 
exile in Western Germany, has probably 
used some of his own experiences in his 
novel concerning the escape of a Rus- 
sian aeronautical engineer, in disfavor 
with the Party, from a train bearing 
him to exile in Siberia. Hryhory, the 
engineer, roams the Siberian forest 
where he has landed and is finally taken 
in by a family living in self-imposed 
exile—folks originally from the Ukraine 
whe have chosen the Siberian wastes 
because they can exist there with a 
minimum of attention from Soviet of- 
ficials. 

One source of income for these peo- 
ple, the Sirko family, is to capture 
Siberian tigers alive and sell them to 
collectors for resale to zoos. Hence the 
title—the hunted having joined the 
hunters. The Sirkos have a lovely 
daughter, Natalka, and matters proceed 
as would be expected. 

This novel has some strategic value 
in revealing the wealth of timber, min- 
erals and wild life in the so-called 
“wastes” of Siberia. For some years 
the Russians have been dreaming 
schemes to get back Alaska. Just to be 
on the safe side, maybe we should be 
thinking of annexing a piece of Siberia.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 16— 
Bishop Hanns Lilje of Hann- 
over, Germany, president of the 
Lutheran. World Federation, 
today called upon all Lutherans 
to face up realistically and 
boldly to world problems, in- 
cluding “the possibility of uni- 
versal annihilation.” 

Speaking at the first plenary 
session of the international 
organization of the world’s 
largest Protestant group, Bishop 
Lilje told the federation that 
“an internationale of techno- 
logical civilization has arisen 


from which no part of the 
world is exempt.” 

“Even the most serious social 
tensions and racial uprisings 
pale to insignificance alongside 
the fact that among thousands 
of new technological possibili- 
ties a single one overshadows 
all others—the possibility of 
universal annihilation,” he said. 
Even in Communist countries, 


he added, the fear of weapons | 


of annihilation is “beginning to 
undermine the ideological se- 
curity.” 

“Like an electric current, 
there ought to go out from this 
international assembly a united 
stimulus of faith as we renew 
pledges of our allegiance to 
Christ,” he said. - 

Dr. Carl E. Lund-Quist, exec- 
utive secretary of the federa- 
tion, told delegates there is. a 


“closer bond of fellowship and 


understanding among Lutheran 
churches than at any previous 
time in history. This has been 
achieved, he added, partly 
through exchange of church 
leaders, scholarships, confer- 
ences and visitations by church 
staff officers. 

Ex-Prisoner of Reds Speaks. 

In the keynote sermon of the 
federation meeting last night, 
the shadow of Hungary and the 
October uprising hung over the 
assembly as a former prisoner 
of the Hungarian Communists 
told of his faith. 

Bishop Lajos Ordass, primate 
of the Lutheran Church: of 
Hungary, gave personal testi- 
mony to the faith that sus- 
tained him through 20 months 
in prison and six years’ under 
house arrest. 

He was heard by more than 
10,000 persons in Minneapolis 
Auditorium, and the overflow 
filled two large 
churches nearby In which the 
service was heard by public 
address systems. 

There were other delegates 
and visitors in the bishop’s audi- 
ence who had been victims of 
Communist oppression. Many 
persons came to this meeting 
wondering what Bishop Ordass, 
who was reinstated as head of 
his church only last fall, would 
feel free to sayin a country 
where speech and religion are 
free. 

Speaking in heavily-accented 
English, this 56-year-old church- 
man described himself as “‘an 
aging disciple of Christ who 
would give personal testimony 
to his Lord and Savior.” 

~ Symbol of Faith. 

The tall, gaunt, white-haired 
cleric was a natural choice to 
preach the assembly's opening 
sermon because he has become 
a symbol of faith and personal 
courage. His story now is 
known throughout the Christian 
world—the Communists’ in- 
spired attack, false charges, 
facial trial and eight years of 
isolation. After his release 
from prison, and while he was 
under virtual house arrest in 
Budapest, Bishop Ordass wove 
and knitted shaws in cramped 
top-floor quarters to augment 


the insufficient funds allowed 
| for support of himself, his ail- 
ing wife and their four chil- 
dren. , 

The Hungarian Bishop's “per- 
sonal testimony” was, in effect 
an appeal fdr maintaining friend-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16 (UP)—You can’t tell the coaches 
without a scorecard these days—and if you think that is some- 
thing new, just start thinking again. 


Phil Dickens was ousted by 
the Big Ten as coach at Indiana 
without ever coaching a team 
last month; and the other day 
Buddy Parker quit at Detroit 
just. two days before the first 
exhibition game of the season. 

But it was ever thus. With 
the help of Art Lichtman of the 
University of Oregon, we have 
noted some astounding facts 
and figures on the instability of 
the coaching business.

NAREB Plans 
Its Fiftieth 
Convention 


Developments in the real 
estate industry during the last 
half century are to be reviewed 
when the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards holds its 
fiftieth convention in Chicago, 
Nov. 2-7. More than 5000 per- 
sons are expected to attend. ~ 


Kenneth 8S. Keyes, Miami, 
Fla., president of the organiza- 
tion is to preside, with Ronald 
J. Chinnock, Chicago, as chair- 
man. 


Now one of the largest trade 
associations in the nation, 
NAREB will be opening a gold- 
en anniversary year celebrating 
two historic events; the success- 
ful launching of the idea for 
such a body in August of 1907, 
and the creation of the group 
on May.13, 1908. 


Because this organizational 
meeting of 1908 has always been 
called the “first convention,” 
this year’s conclave will be the 
fiftieth convention, although 
NAREB will not be 50 years-old 
until May 13, 1958, 

Only 19 local real estate 
boards were represented at that 
original meeting. Today, 1251 
are members of the national as- 
sociation, At the outset, NAREB 
had a membership of 1435 in- 
dividuals and firms. Today, the 
total is 60,741, including 1001 to 
date this year. 

It was in Chicago that the na- 
tional organization was created 
in a decade of great social 
idealism and in a year of re- 
‘viving economic health. Cities 
in that year were beginning to 
émerge from a 14-year real es- 
tate depression touched off by 
the panic of 1893. 

In those early ‘days any man, 
even working from a curbstone, 
@uld go into real estate business 
with all the fiduciary relation- 
ship it involves. For the pro- 
tection of the buyer of a home 
or other real estate and for the 
good name of the industry, there 
was a pressing need to indentify 
the qualified man or firm and 
to eliminate the irresponsible, 
incompetent or dishenest practi- 
tioner. 

That was one of the main fac- 
tors influencing those early 
founders of NAREB in their 
organizational efforts. 

Today 45 of the 48 states, 
have license laws governing 
those engaged in the industry, 
and Realtors are pledged to 
conform to a code of ethics 
which protects the public. 

The term “Realtor” is a trade- 
mark owned by NAREB, and the 
courts have held repeatedly that 
only those who are members of 
local boards which belong to 
the association may call them- 
selves Realtors.

Powerful Narcotics Drama 


é6 A tore 2c OF RAIN,” the powerful drama about 
dope addiction at the ST. LOUIS THEATER, is the 
second pertinent film to be released since the movie 
production code ban on the narcotics problem was lifted 


4% +‘*st December. As such it shows up the ab- 
surdity of the taboo. For here is a re- 
S sponsible noving and penetrating picture, 


harrowingly realistic, about the havoc 
caused when an essentially decent young 
man who, troubled psychologically from 
childhood, acquires the narcotics habit 
while receiving treatment from war 
wounds in Korea. His agonies of being without the drug, 
his tormenting by a ruthless “pusher” the tragic effects it 
has on his family and the searing shock his wife receives 
when she finds out what is wrong with him make strong 
dramatic meat, ably directed by Fred Zinnemann. 


The picture is essentially a family drama about a father 
who has allowed a gulf to widen between him and his two

. Sons, and a husband who has become estranged from his 


desperately seeking and confused wife, who, three months 
pregnant, thinks his eccentric actions mean he has taken 
up with another woman. The discovery of the one son’s 
dope addiction is the catalyst that explodes the drama with 
raw power and emotional laceration. 


The vividness and intensity of the piece is heightened 
with the work of its quintet of principal players. Don Mur- 
ray, as the addict, gives a pitiful, horrifying performance 
of a nice, if intense, young man, caught in the fluctuations 
between normalcy and the slobbering abjectness and terrible 
writhings of withdrawal. Eva Marie Saint is the clean-cut, 
intelligent and emotionally exhausted wife. Anthony Fran- 
efosa also delivers an intense performance as the strong- 
minded brother, seeking ‘to save him, yet fighting his love 
for the brother’s wife. Lloyd Nolan is the father faced 
with the shock of what his own neglect has allowed. Henry 
Silva is “Mother,” the repulsive peddler. 


The impact of this has been heightened by upping the 
family’s financial circumstances from the play to make 
them middle-class. The obvious respectability of the fam- 
ily makes the menace of dope addiction all the more 
sinister, 


Military Academy Sadist 


Although second on the bill at the FOX, “THE 
STRANGE ONE” is by far the better picture. Made from 
Calder Willingham’s novel and play, “End as a Man,” it is 
a rather fascinating tale of the machinations of a brainy 
young man, a charming, subtle, deceitful, 
merciless and utterly evil fellow who finds 
the harsh environment of a Southern mili- 
tary college just right for his genius as a 
sadistic bully. 

This fellow is played brilliantly by Ben 
Gazzara, who did the role on Broadway, in 
one of the best performances of the year. 
Jocko DeParis, a cadet leader disciplined by a facvlty of- 
ficer, sets about getting his revenge by an artful, cold- 
Starting by bullying two freshmen, cozening 
his room-mate into thinking it a great joke, and getting an 
apish football player belligerently drunk and cheating him 
at poker, Jocko frames the son of the major responsible 
for his own humiliation. He has the football player beat 
the boy into a pulp, fills him with whisky through a tube 
and casts him out on the parade ground, 


Even though the major knows his son has been framed 
he has to expel him because Jocko has terrorized the other 
cadets involved into covering up. Jocko finally taunts the 
major into striking him, paving the way for the officer's 
dismissal. How this academy Machiavelli is finally dealt 
with makes an ending with punch, There are good depic- 
tions of a couple of abnormal types and of a town trollop. 


The main feature, “FIRE DOWN BELOW,” is a tropical 
adventure melodrama of little distinction. Robert Mitchum 
is a dissipated cynical small-time Caribbean smuggler oper- 
ting a small sloop. His partner (Jack Lemmon) is a col- 
lege boy type sewing his wild oats, and from his slightly 
puffy appearance must have sown plenty, In comes Rita 
Hayworth as the femme fatale, a willowy no-good woman 
without a country who is to be smuggled over to another 
island. Immediately this lovely creature causes the buddies 
to snarl at each other’s throats. 


Finally Jack, returning to murder Bob, who has double- 
erossed him, isg@aught in the bow of a damaged ship. The 
rubber cargo fire and is going to blow up some nitro 
in the hold before Jack can be cut out. Who rescues him 


single-handed after dragging out the crisis much too long, 


but Bob. Looking at Rita, I would say she wasn’t worth it, 
Trying to be enigmatic, she wears a painted mask éxpres- 
sion throughout the picture and talks in a dreary monotone. 
The only time she shows any animation is doing a street 
dance in a mardi gras. Whatever once gave her: the illusion 
of allure isn’t evident at this point. 


Sordid Biography 


Just why Columbia has chosen to put on the screen the 
life story of Jeanne Eagels, the brilliant but temperamental 
stage star who died in 1929 at the age of 35 of an overdose 
ef heroin after being hospitalized for delerium tremens, I 
don’t know. It was a sordid messing of a 
potentially great career, and the script of 
the picture, “JEANNE EAGELS,” no mat- 
ter how it fictionalizes, can’t come up with 
either a sympathetic character for the star, 
or with any emotional or dramatic uplift. 
In other words, the film at LOEW’S 
STATE, in spite of trying to soften the im- 
pact and by pretending Miss Eagels took to drink and dope 
because of remorse over the suicide of another actress from 
whom she “stole” the play “Rain” (very dubious), is still just 
a rather senseless recital of degradation. 


Kim Novak does an adequate job of presenting a type— 
an intense, ruthless, ambitious and nerve-wracked woman 


with an actual person, and Kim can’t approximate, as few 
actresses could, the dynamic, electric tension that Miss 
Eagels generated, the almost savage intensity of the flame 
that consumed even herself.

HE AMERICAN VISITOR going to Western Germany on 
T business pertaining to Protestant church and welfare is sure 

to get his parting instruction from someone who has been 
there on a similar mission. 


“When you get to Stuttgart,” he or she will be told, “be 


sure to see Lise] Urbig. And give her my warmest regards.” 


Lisel—or to be more formal, 
Elisabeth — Urbig might be 
called West Germany’s good 
will ambassador to Protestant 
churches throughout the world. 


Her official title is director of . 


foreign affairs for Hilfswerk, 
the Protestant relief agency 
which came into being to help 
Germany’s homeless and hun- 
gry after World War II. In the 
10 years of its existence it has 
enabled hundreds of thousands 
to find new homes, jobs, their 
families, themselves again. 


You might expect the “for- 
eign representative” of such an 
organization to have unusual 
qualifications for her job. You 
ask Lisel Urbig her qualifica- 
tions and she laughs her deep 
booming laugh, leans closer to 
you, and says, “Confidentially, 
none.” 


“Before the war,” she ex- 
plains, “I was one of the daugh- 
ters of quite wealthy people 
who had done a littie bit of 
language study, a little bit of 
social work, and if I worked 
hard at anything it was horse- 
back riding, entering jumping 
tournaments and accumulating 
a cupboard full of little silver 
cups.” 


On her first visit to the 
United States in the early 30s, 
she traveled with a group of 
schoolmates, motoring through 
the redwood forests of Cali- 
fornia. On this trip she at- 
tended the Lutheran World 
Conference in Springfield, O., 
where she served as interpreter, 
visited other cities including 
St. Louis where she conferred 
this week with the Commission 
on Church World Service for 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
church. Between those two 
visits was the terrible war in 
which she qualified for war- 
time relief work by living 
through it. 


Before the war, the Urbigs 
lived in the suburb of Pots- 
dam outside Berlin, in a home 
that was a palatial showplace. 
Franz Urbig was a self-made 
man, the son of a laborer in 
the weaving industry who had 
gone to work as a bank clerk 
and become a director of the 
Deutsche Bank and Diskonto- 
gesellschaft. 

“Both father and . mother 
thought we should be able to 
make a living if the occasion 
arose,” says Lisel, “but that was 
merely theoretical. The self- 
made man’s ideal in life is to 
make his family secure so that 
they will never have to earn 
a living.” 

Her sister, Marianne, married 
a widower with two little girls 
and at the start of the war, 
they were evacuated to Bavaria. 
It was not until 1944 that the 
family felt the pressure of war 
when the bombings sent them 
to the shelter nightly. In the 
fall of '44, Franz Urbig died 
and Lisel’s mother went to Ba- 
varia with the sister. The six 
servants who had tended the 
22-room house were gone and 
Lise] and: her niece stayed on 
with the idea of defending 
their property if occupying 
forces came. 

“We were not being heroic,” 
she recalls, “because we felt 
all that was said about the Rus- 
sian soldiers was Nazi propa- 
ganda. Then one of the raids 
did away, in one stroke, with 
all utilities. We had by this 
time some 30 refugees in the 
house who had run from the 
advancing Russians. And then 
the Russians came and they 
were all Herr Goebbels had 
said they were.” 


Systematically the soldiers 
looted, usually in night raids. 
The women never went to bed 
but sat together through the 
nights. Then one night a 
brightly lighted convoy came 


up with 
preter. 

He told them that they should 
not be afraid but that they 
would have to leave within 24 
hours. The house was being 
taken over for an important 
meeting. Lisel took a few be- 
longings and went to an Army 
Rospital where she had been 
working in the neurological 
ward. Then she learned the 
identity of her important visi- 
tor; it was Sir Winston 
Churchill who was to occupy 
her house during the Potsdam 
conference. 

As a sidelight story, she re- 
membered when she reached 
the hospital that in her haste 
she had left some money buried 
in the garden. How to get it 
back was a problem but she 
took her troubles to the head 
gardener. Simple, he said. One 
morning at 6:30 a. m. she lined 
up with laborers at the gates, 
passed by the Russian sentinels, 
and was put to work with a 
spade and sprinkling can in a 
corner of the garden where her 
treasure was hidden.

friend contacted her to tell her 
the Americans were looking for 
an interpreter-secretary. Again 
she cycled into Berlin and got 
athe job. By a stroke of luck, a 
Norwegian family was leaving 
its nice home in Wahnsee and 
wanted someone reliable to stay 
there so she had both job and 
home. Her neice joined her to 
take a training course for 
English speaking secretaries. 

“I must admit the big induce- 
ment in working for the Ameri- 
cans, said Lisel, “is that they 
gave you a free lunch.” 


In 1946, Eugen Gerstenmeier 
(now president of the Bunde- 
stag) who had been among the 
group of anti-Nazi conspirators 
—as had Lisel’s brother-in-law 
——began his efforts to establish 
Hilfswerk. Through friends in 
Switzerland she heard of it and 
her American colonel employer 
gave her permission to use the 
military train to go to Stuttgart 
to see about working for the 
new agency. In March 1947 she 
began. 

Both Hilfswerk and Caritas, 
the Catholic relief organization 
which functions similarly, had 
as their first problem the train- 
loads of expellees—eight mil- 
lion of them—who poured in 
from territories no longer Ger- 
man. They had to be housed 
and fed. 

“Literal miracles were per- 
formed,” says Lisel, “by pas- 
tors, parish nurses, lay individ- 
uals who simply set about to

Soon gifts 
came from America and to a 
lesser extent though propor- 
tionately as great, from Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Norway, Den- 
mark and South Africa. 

“There were 40 of us on the 
staff including typists, working 
in a room with cardboard at 
the windows, sitting on old 
CARE packages for chairs. Ger- 
man furniture companies heard 
of our work and gave us-chairs. 
The post office saw that we 
had a telephone, right after the 
doctors. We had donations from 
everywhere—light bulbs from 
Switzerland which we gave to 
the theater because it meant so 
much to people to have an oc- 
casional concert or some cul- 
tural life. 

“It developed from an emer- 
gency into a planned program, 
One of our first big projects 
came when the Missouri Synod 
Lutherans gave us enough 
money to feed 3,000,000 chil- 
dren and I helped set up this 
child feeding program in six 
cities. Then the E. & R. and 
United and American Luther- 
ans started a $1,000,000 pro- 
gram to reconstruct church 
homes and _ institutions for 
women and children who were 
left without their breadwinners 
and their homes. I was put in 
charge of distributing material 
aid to see that this was done 
fairly.”

A lives in a four-room housing 

unit in Stuttgart with her 75- 
year-old mother. She loves her 
job which takes her regularly to 
England, Holland, France and 
Switzerland Where she can in- 
dulge in her favorite hobby, 
skiing. In addition to inter- 
preting the German church to 
churches outside Germany, she 
now works to arouse interest 
among Germans in needs out- 
side their country so that they 
can become a giving as well as 
a receiving church again. 

Like all Germans, she hopes 
for reunification (“They said 
Hitler’s Reich would last a 
thousand years but it turned 
out to be a short thousand 
years; maybe this will, too,” 
she says.) But even with restor- 
ation of her property she doubts 
that she would ever use the 22- 
room mansion again. She was 
able to visit it recently, in its 
present form as an academy 
“for political and legal 
sciences.” The house had been 
dismantled, its walls painted 
bright red and hung with 
photographs of Soviet leaders. 

“Even if we got it back, who 
could maintain a house that 
size today?” she asks. “The 
family talks of some day using 
the garden house.” 

Lisel Urbig is not one to wal- 
low in self pity, however. A 
statuesque woman—whose fav- 
orite joke is the story of the 
man who said, “Now that I have 
seen you I can remembep your 
name because U-R-big’’ — she 
has great energy, zest for liv- 
ing, an unfailing happy spirit. 
She works with a smile. 

“I don’t say this just to make 
a nice end to an article,” she 
says, “but I’ve often wondered 
if it wasn’t a gift from God for 
our generation to go through 
this. For my mother it will al- 
ways be sad, being taken from 
her home and life at 65, but 
for me, I wouldn’t have had 
this privilege otherwise. I might 
have gone through life being 
Miss Urbig, daughter of old 
Franz Urbig, doing a little 
social work, and riding horse- 
back. Instead, I've “ound it 
isn't necessary to have a secure 
frame of life and while I'm 
not indispensable, I'm doing 
work which needs to be done 
and which I love doing.

F. nerves work. Take away all 

electricity, and the nerves 
would lose their power to oper- 
ate. The brain will die. The 
human being would die. 

Dr. Hans Berger, a German 
scientist, is honored as the man 
who first learned a way to meas- 
ure our electrical brain waves. 
He carried out tests at the Uni- 
versity of Jena and published 
a paper about brain waves 28 
years ago. Since then, his 
statements have been checked 
in many countries. Machines 
have been built to measure 
brain waves more and more 
accurately,

A MACHINE which does that 
work provides X-ray pictures 
of the brain. Normal human 
brains have electrical patterns 
which differ from the patterns 
made by brains with disease.

IN LONDON, England, the 
brains of more than 100 crim- 
inals were tested. Half of their 
electrical patterns were found 
to be out of line. These crim- 
inals were killers; if they had 
been tested/in advance of their 
crimes, and had been treated 
for their illness, many lives 
would have been saved. 

In the same way it has been 
found that a large number of 
juvenile delinquents are vic- 
tims of brain trouble. Tests 
of suck youths in the United 
States have shown that they 
commonly have abnormal! brain 
patterns, and ought to be 
treated before they do mare 
damage to the people around 
them.
